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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 5-16 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 . 142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected inventions, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 0218. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chem Abstract 133: 76729 or 132: 253582 or 132: 253569 or 132: 239425or 131: 
325079. 

133: 76729 discloses secondary nonaqueous electrolyte batteriescomprising 
the repeating units, wherein p-phenylene is combined with carbonyl group. 

132: 253582 discloses a battery polymeric materials comprising repeating 
units, wherein p-phenylene is combined with oxygen and carbonyl groups. 

132: 253569 discloses secondary nonaqueous electrolyte batteries 
comprising repeating units, wherein p-phenylene is combined with oxygen or 
carbonyl group and a COO group — . 
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132: 239425 discloses alkaline battery separators comprising the repeating 
units, wherein p-phenylene is combined with carbonyl group and amide group. 

131: 325079 discloses separators for batteries with nonaqueous electrolyte 
comprising the repeating units, wherein p-phenylene is combined with carbonyl 
group and a amide group.
